Sudbury Canada was the original 
name of Bethel before it was in- 
corporated, The grant was made 
by the General Court of the Com- 
moniwealth of Massachusetts to sol- 
diers from Sudbury, Mass., who 
had fought in the campaign to 
conquer Canada in 1890. As far 
as can be determined, none of the 
original -grantees ever came to 
Maine to claim their land. In 1768, 
Josiah Richardson petitioned the 
General Court and received “a 
township of the contents of six 
miles and three quarters square 
to be laid out in the unappropriat- 
ed lands of this provinte to the 
eastward of the Saco River provid- 
ed the granteés within seven years 
settle 80 families in said town, 
build a house for publik worship 
and settle a learned minister and 
lay oiit one eighty third part for the 
ministry and one eighty third part 
for use of the school in said town 
and one eighty third part for the 
uSe of Harvard College forever,” 

The first settlers came in 1774 
but the settlement of the town 
was interrupted by the American 
Revolution, Following that conflict 
a steady stream of people, many 
of them veterans of the Revolution.
